Fund Being Rai$ed To Mark Grave 
Of Edmund Welle, Early Settler 


About seventy-five guests at¬ 
tended the opening fall banquet 
of the Morgan County Woman’s 
Club last Thursday evening and 
heard a native of Russia give an 
account of some of her travels 
following her years in the Iron 
Curtain land. 

Speaking in the dining hail of 
the Methodist church, Mrs. Ar¬ 
kady Weber, now an instructor 
in Art Appreciation at Pikevillc 
Junior College, said, "My first 
sight of the Statue of Liberty in 
New York harbor made me cry. 

ivaiiog t\up,'(a 111 i3ii iu 
escape the Bolshevik uprising, 
our dreams had been to go to 
America. We had heard people 
could be free in the United 
•States.” 

But. the Webers had to wait 
some 35 years to get to America. 
They spent 36 years in China 
where both Mrs. Weber and her 
husband taught. Then when the 
Chinese Communists approached 
Shanghai, the Webers fled again 
"because we didn’t want to fall 
I Into their hands.” The American 
School In Shanghai loaned them 
I $3,000, U. S. money, and they 
' sailed for Brazil for they had 
1 to wait four years before they. 
' as stateless persons, could enter 
I the United SUtes. She described 
Hong Kong as “the Jewel of the 
I Orient," and Colombo as ’’one of 
I the most beautiful cities in the 
world with Its profusion of flow- 
j ers and blossoms.” 

"In Ceylon," she said, “the 
men actually stood up in buses 


and offered their seats to women 
—I swear they did.” Sailing 
through the Suez Canal, they vis¬ 
ited Italy, because the King of 
Laos was a passenger. Then on 
to Fiance and aboard another 
ship to Brazil where they spent 
two years in Rio de Janerio, both 
teaching—and waiting until they 
could enter the United States. 
"Brazil.” said Mrs. Weber, ”is a 
wonderful country—but has the 
worst coflee in the world.” She 
explained that all the good cof¬ 
fee produced there was shipped

Previous to her talk. Mrs. Web¬ 
er played a tape recording of an 
address by the President of Pike- 
ville College, explaining its his¬ 
tory and its aims. 

Mrs Weber was introduced by 
Mrs. Woodrow W. Barber, facul¬ 
ty member of Morgan County 
liigh school and an officer in the 
woman’s chib. Mrs. Barber gave 
a resume of the Webers’ experi¬ 
ences in looking for a home in 
a free country. The Webers, she 
said, had traveled in many coun¬ 
tries for many years before they 
finally reached the mountains of 
Kentucky. She added that here 
in Kentucky, on a Pike county 
hillside, they have found their 
home.

Despite the vagaries of a whimsical weather, 
we now can look with some assurance toward 
that favorite of season.^—a Kentucky Autumn. 
An autumn aflame with the scarlet of maple, su¬ 
mac, the stately stalk of the pokeberry. 

Nothing so delights the senses as a walk along 
a country road, a road that ribbons beneath a 
balmy haze of sky. To tickle the sense of smell 
is the pungent aroma of Life E\'erlasting vieing 
with the headiness of Pennyroyal. The sight of 
Scotch Thistle is a feast for lovers of beauty and 
especially when a-field with white ear-tufts of 
Milkweed, the purple cascade of Ironweed and 
the golden grace of the Golden Rod. Touch a 
bit of fluff clinging to an opened Milkweed pod. 
taste the flavor in a sprig of branch-mint. These 
are things to enjoy alongside a county road in a 
Kentucky Autumn. 

Revel in these bonus gifts of Natuie—this giant 
Niagara of color pouring over sloping hillsides. 
Shot through with long, slanting fingers of sun. 
the panorama is much like a wondrously large 
stained-glass window shadowing the sanctuary 
in gloriously rich reds, golds and blues—the 
sections of color bound with the muted cames of 
haze. 

Autumn mornings in Kentucky are crisp and 
vigorous, and energy-giving, the sky a denim 
blue; the later hours are warm and langorous. 
the blue of sky dotted with scudding clouds, and 
at eventide on a Kentucky autumn day. one feels 
at peace with the world, as the twilight pulls 
across a shining curtain of gold.

Farmers and farm programs are being grossly 
misrepresenied by many magazines, radio com- 
mentatois and newspapers. 

A few weeks ago we read in LIFE magazine: 
“The system (rigid 90 percent parity supports) 
guarantees the six basic crops—com, cotton, rice, 
wheat, peanuts, and tobacco—a fixed price no 
matter now much is needed or how much is 
produced.” 

The clear implication here is that a farmer 
ran grow all the cotton or wheat or peanuts he 
desires and get a 90 percent of parity price for 
unlimited production. Not a word is said about 
production control. The fact that whenever there 
is a surplus of a basic commodity, a grower must 
reduce his tcre.'ige erd i-orrmly with an acreage 
allotment to get the 90 percent price support is 
ignored. 

A columnist writing in a Dallas (Tex.) daily 
paper made these misstatements; 

1. “Agricultural price supports have made the 
producers of supported products better off than 
any other working group in the United States.” 

2. “The amount which has been paid out of 
taxes (for commodity loans) will soon reach the 
huge total of 87*4 billion.” 

3. “Western farmers, who can produce wheat 
for less than $1 a bushel in a normal year are 
guaranteed a price support of $2.40 a bushel. At 
the same time, the per capita consumption of 
wheat in the U. S. has dropped from 200 pounds 
to 120 pounds per capita because people are 
eating less wheat." 

In 1949 the average net income per farm per¬ 
son was only one-half that of the average non¬ 
farm person. This was when farm prices stood 
at 99 percent of parity; in mid-June 1934 they 
were down to 88 percent. 

• In 1951, when farm prices were at 107 percent 
of parity, the average net income per farm work¬ 
er was only $1,718 against $3,416 for an average 
industrial worker. 

It is also interesting to consider what the 
operator and family on an average farm, pro¬ 
ducing price-supported commodities, are getting 
per hour for their labor and management. 

Here are the figures for the year 1952 when 
farm prices were at even parity, taken from 
USDA’s “Agricultural Statistics, 1953”' 

Per Hour 


Cotton farm—Black Prairie of Texas . . .75 

Dairy Farm—Eastern Wisconsin.74 

Tobacco-Livestock—Kentucky Bluegrass.. .93 
Hog-Dairy—Com Belt. 1.13 


The “minimum wage” in this country is 75 
cents an hour. In 1952 these Texas cotton farm¬ 
ers and Wisconsin dairy farmers barely made the 
minimum. It doesn’t look like they are rolling 
in wealth or even that they are “better off than 
any other working group in the U. S.” 

In stating that “the amount which has been 
paid out of taxes (for commodity loans) will 
soon reach the huge total of SlVt billion.” the 
impression is given that the Government has 
lost this amount. Really there is no way of 
knowng how much, if any, loss the Government 
will take on its loan program until it disposes of 
the commdities under loan. The $74 billion is 
the amount the Government is expected to lend 
on these commodities. But it has the commodi¬ 
ties, and it is conceivable that they might be 
disposed of for as much as $74 billion or es-en 
more. 

A considerable number of farmers, by their 
efficient methods and large acre yields, are able 
to produce a crop at considerably lower costs 
than the average grower. No doubt there are 
some producers who in 1954 grew wheat for $1 
a bushel. But to lead people to believe that the 
average western wheat producer can produce 
wheat for $1 a bushel, and that he is making 
$1.40 a bushel profit, is a rank misstatement of 
fact. 

Even in 1946. the last year for which such 
information was prepared, USDA figures indi¬ 
cated that with the 10-year average yield, it 
cost U S. growers $1 40 to produce a bushel of 
wheat. Certainly in the year 1954. the average 
cost is much closer to $2 a bushel than to $1. 

As to the per capita consumption of wheat, it 
has been dropping for nearly a half-century. The 
decline has had no relationship whatsoever to me 
price of wheat. A farmer could give away his 
wheat and it wouldn’t materially affect the per- 
capita consumption. Look at these figures:

LITTLE TOBACCO CHANGE 

Fewer cigarettes arc being smoked and more 
pipe tobacco used, according to the U. S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. The change is only 2 or 3 
percent from 1953, but quite a bit from 1952. A 
little more snuff is being used, but less chewing 
tobacco More tobacco will be exported. On 
the whole, there is little change in prospect in 
the use of tobacco. The price of burley is ex¬ 
pected to be about the same as last season, says 
the College of Agriculture at the University of 
Kentucky.

Unfortu¬ 
nately, the national farm organizations, which 
are expected to fight the farmers’ battles, are so 
divided on the farm program, that their efforts 
to carry the truth to consumers have been futile.

ling and hurriedly situated them¬ 
selves on a high hill overlooking 
the Grover Wingo farm.

took a stand in the wide field I 
near where the Wingo house now I 
stand.';, the battle started and j 
la.'ted .'everal hours. At the turn- | 
Ing point the Union soldiers 
loc'sened a barrage of boulders 
on thi mountain, which landed 
in the midst of the Confederate 
force.s, killing several. 

The Confederates quickly dis¬ 
puted and, gathering their forces, 
made their way toward Prestons- 
burg by way of Salyersville and 
Middle Creek, foraging their way 
toward Pike county. 

On November 8, upon reaching 
Ivy .Mountain in I’ike county 
they encountered an army of Un¬ 
ion men. The battle of Ivy Moun¬ 
tain followed. The losses on both 
.sides were heavy. 

Other memorable incidents of 
the Civil War were the visits 
10 .Morgan of John Hunt .Morgan 
and his men. It was during the 
last raid made by Morgan in 1864 
that he paid two visits to Morgan 
county.

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REVIEM' OF WORK

County Agent 

A county agent would certainly 
not claim credit for all agricul¬ 
tural progress in a county. How¬ 
ever, people must know what to 
dc and how to do it before they 
make changes for the better. 
Students agree that a county 
agent, directly or indirectly, ex¬ 
erts a major influence in inform¬ 
ing and advising farm people on 
new and improved practices. A 
county agent is a faculty member 
of the University of Kentucky. It 
is his duty to di.sseminate among 
all the farm people of the county 
the most applicable, beneficial 
and proved information discover¬ 
ed or tested by the Experiment 
Stations. The county agent is su¬ 
pervised and trained by the Uni¬ 
versity and has all the specialists 
of the University available to 
help with his job. 

The county is his classrooom 
; He uses every leading citizen he 
can get to conduct a demonstra¬ 
tion. carry a success story or pass 
on information. He cooperates 
with every individual, agency or 
I organization that is striving to 
I help farmers to a more efficient 
j job or have a happier life. He 
I uses every method known to 
I reach the large number of farm- 
! ers in a county and teach the.-n 
more effectively. During the pa.st 
nine years the newspaper, the 
bank, Kiwanis Club, Garden 
Club, Farm Bureau, radio and 
all the agricultural agencies have 
been U:>ed as avenues of spread¬ 
ing good information by the 
county agent. Their cooperation 
is deeply appreciated Special 
groups such as 'he 4-H Club 
Council, the Extension Ads-isory 
I Council and Purebred Beef Cattle 
Breeders have been organized to 
plan, advise and help carry out 
the Extension program Merchants 
have helped greatly with ferti¬ 
lizer, insecticide and seed work 
Through the cooperation of the 
above groups and with the help 
of numerous community-minded 
leaders over the county, great 
progress has been made to help 
i agriculturally in the last nine 
.Years. In some of the cases the 
county agent played only a small 
part. In other cases he pla.ved a 
major role. Some phases of this 
progress are given below 

1. S50ILS A new soils testing 
laboratory wa« built at a cost of 
$400 00. Under the supervuion of ^ 
the county agent, 422 fields were' 
tested and fertilizer recommenda¬ 
tions made in two seasons This i 
saved farmers an estimated $6000 
in fertilizer costs and gave in¬ 
creased yields and quality of un¬ 
told value. I 

An effort has been made to 
help inform farmers of assistance 
available through other agencies 
and encourage them to use the 
help. 

110 tile drainage demonstra¬ 
tions have been established, cov¬ 
ering 102.715 feet of tile and ap¬ 
proximately 225 acres of ourb«t 
bottom land. This made an ade¬ 
quate educational basis for furth¬ 
er tile drainage work to be done 
by Soil Conservation Service tech¬ 
nicians which has amounted to a 
total of nearly 400.000 feet es¬ 
tablished in the county. 

Contact has been kept with, 
fertilizer dealers and close co- 
opeation with them and farm 
leaders has resulted in the almost 
unanimous u.se of higher analysis 
fertilizer at a .saving of thousands 
of dollars per year and the hand¬ 
ling of hundreds of tons less fill¬ 
er material. A plan of annual 
fertilizer meetings, both with 
farmers and dealers, is helping 
greatly. 

Circular letters, contacts with 
seed dealers, news stories and 
radio messages have been used 
to encourage rover crops on all 
clean cultivated land to prevent 
erosion, add humus and nitrogen 
and provide spring pasture. 

2. MACHINERY and BUILD¬ 
INGS Farm tractors have in¬ 
creased from SIX in 1945 to about 
200 today. Fifteen boys have re-, 
ceived some training by two lead- : 
ers who were tained In tractor! 
maintenance. Farm building and ^ 
equipment plana have been dis-1 
tributed on all types of strurluro.s 

3. CHOI’S. The yield and qual¬ 
ity of tobacco has been improved 
through every possible means of 
eiictiul dgiiiK ^leiul uAC ul 

lizer. improved varieties, approxi- , 
mately .50 grading deinon.strations 
and soil testing Tobacco yields 
during the nine years increased 
from 11L5 pounds per acre to 
1700 pounds. Income increased 
from $1 h 300.000 to $2^00.000 At 
least 200 acres of tobacco is pro¬ 
ducing good crops of the Ky. 35 
variety where any other variety 
would be nearly a total failure 
because of fusarium wilt. Every 
acre of tobacco In the count.v is 
now of root-rot resistant varie¬ 
ties. 

CORN yields have increased 
from 18 bushels per acre to 33 
bushels [>er acre and should be 
double that. The corn derby,. 
conducted with the help of the 
Farm Bureau, has he^ a great 
boost as it showed the way to 
high yields and lower cost per 
bushel. The use of hybrid seed ^ 
has increased .50 peeent or more j 
to make up 90 percent of the 
crop and be- worth $70,000 more 
per .year.

This it the new ’’Farm 
and Home Development” pro¬ 
gram that Is receiving national 
emphasis now. 

5. LIVESTOCK. Six new sheep 
flocks started during the past 
year with 98 top quality western 
ewes and six fine rams, all ac¬ 
quired through the county agents, 
who also saw that they were 
I treated for parasites and their 
I owners informed of how to care 
(or them 

Purebred beef cattle breeders 
fromed a committee, conducted 
two beef tours and a field day, 
gave $300 to encourage 4-H and 
F F A. beef projects in 52. 53 
and .54. participated in Mt. Ster¬ 
ling sale, and began to build a 
reputation in thu and other 
counties. 

Grade-A dairies increased from 
one to four. County agent pro¬ 
moted two of them and furnished 
plans and advice. Constant help 
has been given on securing bet¬ 
ter breeding stock, keeping ani¬ 
mals registered and furnishing 
advice. 

About 70 miles of Carnation 
Milk routes were established by 
working closely with the com¬ 
pany agents through every means 
of publicity and promotion These 
have settled down to two routes 
serving about 20 farmers.

I Ward Says Federal Watershed 
I Program May Not Be Effective 


CUMBERLAND FALLS State 
Park—A state official declared 
Wednesday that the new federal 
flood prevention program for 
str ^11 watersheds may not be as 
effective as he hoped. 

Henry Ward, Kentuik.v Conser¬ 
vation commissioner, spoke at the 
annual meeting of the Kentucky 
Association of Soil Conservation 
Disticts here. Most applications 
for watershed projects under the 
program are filed through super¬ 
visors of the districts who com¬ 
pose the association. 

Ward heads the State Coruer- 
vation Department, designated as 
the state agency to work with the 
U. S. .Agriculture Department in

bill, enacted by the last Congress. 

In a prepared text, he declared 
officials of the national adminis¬ 
tration "may make policy deci¬ 
sions which could well defeat the 
objectives of what I believe Con¬ 
gress had in mind when it passed 
the bill.” 

Kentuckians have filed 118 ap¬ 
plications for watershed projects. 
Ward said. "Congress af^jropri- 
ated no funds to do actual work 
on these projects, but merely 
authorized that applications be 
secured and that they be stud¬ 
ied.” Ward said he understood. 

The commissioner asserted, “I 
believe that Congress intended 
that the federal government bear 
the full expense of flood protec¬ 
tive program” under the bill. 
However, he said, “agents of the 
administation persist in talking 
about how much local landowners 
will put up to match the federal 
funds on a project.” 

"I will concede,” Ward said, 
"that those who will receive 


special benefits may be expected 
to pay for them. But the whole 
program should not be based on 
the idea that the federal money 
will be distributed to the districts 
which are in the best financial 
position to submit the best offer 
of local funds.” 

He added "that would give the 
wealthy areas a great advantage 
over others which might have a 
for greater need for flood protec¬ 
tion.”
